In a 1971 work describing the role of the Black Press in 
America, the management of the P.W. Publishing Co., 
(owners of CALL & POST newspapers) declared that: 

“The highest tradition in journalism is service to the 
people. Service by informing and by interpreting; service 

“by giving voice to the goals, aspirations and needs of the 
people. Service by calling attention to injustices inflicted 
‘on the people and by demanding an end to these injusti-. 
ces. Service by rallying the indignation and the action of 
the people when the need arises.” 

And they pledged, “with your continued support, to 
remain steadfast in this role of LIGHTING THE WAY TO 
FREEDOM." In keeping with this philosophy, the time has 
come when The CALL & POST’must once again rally the 
indignation and the action of the people to revent 
Columbus from becoming another Miami/Dade County, 
Fla. 

The decision not to indict by the white foreman- 
controlled Grand Jury, which secretly considered (who 
knows what) “evidence” in the Sherman Flint case, has 
periiaps come closer than any other single factor to pro- 
duce a situation similar to Miami in Columbus. 

(Flint is the 27-year-old black man who was shotin the 
back and killed by two white undercover police officers 
June 18. The action of the Grand Jury has returned those 
officers to the streets--hopefully not to either kill again or 
be killed themselves.) 

Without knowing-exactly what-evidence was.or. was not 
_considered by the Grand Jury, no one can Say with any 
degree of certainty whether or not their decision not to 
indict was a justifiable one. However, “facts* which-are-a 
matter of public record, along with questions and obser- 
vations relative to the Flint case can be presented for the 
reader's consideration. 

Fact one--Sherman C. Flint was shot in the back after 
midnight by white undercover police officers, after he 
allegedly robbed them of a grand total of $1, ina predomi- 
nantly black neighborhood. * 

Fact two--The officers involved in the shooting incident 
contend that Flint, who was reportedly running away from 
them at the time, turned and at the same time was fum- 
bling with his “waistband” when they both fired. 

Fact three--NO WEAPON WAS EVER FOUND ON OR 
NEAR FLINT’S BODY, which the,officers reportedly 
guarded and kept spectators away from until the rescue 
squad and backup units arrived. ‘ 

Fact four--The officers involved in Flint's shooting were 
removed from “street duty” pending the outcome of a 
Firearms Review Board investigation. This was reportedly 
the first time such an action has been undertaken by 
Columbus police officials. 

Fact five--As far as is presently known, the Firearms 
Review Board has NEVER found any officer guilty of mis- 
using his or her authority when a citizen was killed by 
police. In addition, its guidelines are said to be being 
presently evaluated to bring them into comformity with

eHow could two white officers be effective as under- 
cover agents in a predominately black neighborhood;

danger when they NEVER saw a weapon of any kind?

elf blacks were selected to chair Grand Juries, in this 
city where school desegregation is still being actively 
fought, would at least one such Jury find enough evi- 
dence to indict at least one police officer?. 

These may.be interesting observations and questions 
indeed, but they are more than that. When combined 
together they represent virtually the same indictment 
against Columbus ' legal justice system as was registered 
last May in Miami/Dade County, Fla. 

There too, the black community had been subjected to 
a series of alleged “justifiable” uses or misuses of deadly 
force authority against its members until it decided, as 
one black Dade County resident told The CALL & POST, 
“That was the last straw!” 

Because we remember our 1971 declaration, and 
because we still firmly believe that “No one can interpret

Convention Programs 


Programs for conventions flow 
across. our desk in great volume. 
There are all kinds of conventions 
and gatherings and, they are meet- 
ing all over the nation. 

There are all kinds of themes and 
slogans. “Urban Crises and Black 
Survival,” is one. Another is: “Devel- 
oping a Progressive Black Agenda 
From The Grassroots For The &0's.” 
Then, there is the “Black Congress 
On Health and Law.” SCLC, which 
meets in Cleveland next week, pro- 
claims “A Moral Agenda For The 
Nation and World Community.” The 
list goes on and on. 

_ If these conventions had imple- 
menting power, our problems would 
be quickly solved. Or, if sloganeer- 
ing could scare our enemies away, 
we would be home free. 

‘ Unfortunately, ourconventions 
dre nothing but social gatherings 
designed for social strutting and 
spending of money, most of which 
‘tour people can't afford. Money that 
goes out of Black pockets into White 
pockets never to return. 

in checking the programs of many 
of these conventions, we find that 
little or no attention is being paid to 


the problem of Black voting. Or 
rather should we say, the failure of 
Blacks to vote. 

The very hotels most of these 
conventions are being held in, were 
opened to them because Blacks by 
egress in the sixties and seven- 
ties*alasted these facilities open. 

Apathy now on the part of Black 
voters threatens to dissipate or dil- 
ute all the gains we paid such a high 
price for 

Black people in the United States 
face a more serious problem than 
our convention programs indicate. 
It would be interesting to see just 
how many of the delegates and vis- 
itors to these conventions are them- 
selves registered voters. 

This is a presidential election, 
year. Yet, most of these convention 
programs ignore this important 
event completely. 

Time is too short and our prob- 
lems.are too many for us to engage 
in_meaningless_ window. dressing. 
Every convention, no matter what its 
main theme is, should have a special 
session on the importance of Black 
voting. There is nothing before us 
that is more important. 


Safety In Public Housing 


- One of the big problems in public 
housing, is safety. Recent studies 
reveal that crime and children are 
big facets of this problem. 
A federally funded study suggests 
_that what was once considered an 
ideal residential plan--mixing all age 
groups in a single housirg area-- 
should be discontinued because it - 
contributes to crime. 
_sc The study cited findings that 
showed that the elderly were victim- 
ized at a far greater rate when they 
lived in buildings where there-were 
one-parent families with teen-age 
children than in any other type hous- 


e 


ing area. 

It also noted significant differen- 
ces between crime rates in three- 
story walk-ups and those in high- 
rise buildings housing low-to 
moderate--income families. 

From the many complaints that 
are being made relative to safety in 
housing projects, the whole proce- 
dure of assigning families to build- 
ings should be reviewed in the light 
of these findings. 

One thing is certain, past expe- 
rience proves that the present 
assignment policies are certainty 
not working.

After all, American 
society has become so chaotic, over- 
materialistic, and above all, morally

PISM." The objective of Disco-Mania is 
to deaden the SENSES. 

Clubing.in the Black community is the 
counterpart to Discoing. But. neither 
Clubing nor Discoing create societal 
meaning or solve societal probiems. 
These fantasy forms only allow individ- 
uals the opportunity to negate their col- 
lective social responsibilities to each 
other 

In Rock and Roll the beat is two/four-- 
symbolizing "SWEET HARMONY.” The 

"Disco bea't*is*three/six/nine--' 
symbolizing “CONFUSED ODDITY.” 
And, of course, odd is odd in any lan- 
guage form. To be sure, then, SAME- 
NESS is the basis for healthy societal 
integration. 

In the past, music in the Black com- 
munity was the medium, not the mes- 
sag@. Disco transforms the message into 
_ the beat. In short, the beat becomes 

more important than the lyrics. Histori- 
_ cally, music in the Black Experience has 
served as a forum for socio-political 
commentary on American social dynam-

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L.. ics. Blacks need to preserve music as a

form of cultdral continuity, -not cultural 
imitation. After all, there’ is no such 


animal as an art form for the sake of an ~ 


art form. All art forms have definite 
socio-political overtones. 

The spiritual genius of artists like Mar- 
vin Gaye, the O'Jays, the Spinners, the 
Isley Brothers, Gladys Knight, and so 
on. is over shadowed by the follies of the 
times (FREAK® . R : 
indeed, music as an art form has 
become individualized vanity. Without a 
doubt, vanity sits at the right hand of 
BROTHER NEED-MORE. The lack of 
positive cultural-continuity in the Black 
Experience causes us to lose one gener- 
ation after another to the beat of 
VANITY--and the beat goes on and the 
chain of events remain unaltered. For to 
freak-out is tantamount to breaking out, 
not-breaking through. to the LIGHT. 

Disco-Mania is only one of many 


forms of Black collective imitation/sui-_ 


cide. Blacks must invest more than an 
imitative beat into the development 
and/or future of their young.

In a few days the Democratic Party will 
convene in New York City to adopt a plat- 
form and nominate a candidate.

This is not, however, to suggest that all.is 
well or. that the war has been won. 72% of the 
respondents in fact felt that racism is no iess 
prevalent today than it was a decade-ago:, In- 
addition, virtually all the respondents (95.6%) 
felt that whites harbor some form of racism 

“toward blacks. And 78%.admitted to having 
some negative feelings toward whites. 

The poll likewise revealed a.deep sense of 
frustration wkh the political progress of 
blacks. Over 31% of those polled felt that 
blacks should form their own political party. 


Such a prescription, however, is not only | 


unworkable but would spell disaster for blacks 
who today are already woefully under- 
represented in.government. 

The discontents of the black middie class 
have not made it indifferent to political differ- 
ences between the parties. And this is a 
healthy sign which flies in the face of the sub- 
stantial sentiment the poll revealed for a black 
political party. Nearly two-thirds of the 
respondents believe there is a difference 
between the policies of the Democrats and 
Republicans. Moreover, a similar two-thirds 
feel that black mayors--elected without 
benefit of a black party--have produced better 


than that of blacks as a whole. According to 
recent. statistics, since 1970. median black 
incomes have dropped from 64% of white 
incomes to 59%. Moreover, this erosion has 
occurred’at a time when the purchasing power

Primary tumors of the heart are 
exceedingly rare, and usually occur in 
young people.

Was it the work of a

The trial was hejd in 
Columbus in early July and

Perspective 


Last month OPERA ON BIG VOTE launched its 
"Spring Offensive." U: .ng war talk, namely “Spring 
Offensive,” to characterize nonpartisan efforts to 
increase black voter participation may sound 
strange to some. However, when you consider the 
nature of the problems we fece in this election year, 
anything short of a declaration of war against our 
own political apathy and short of a massive mobili- 


-zation of our political troops would be tantamount 


to surrender. 


Our problems are easily portrayed in war terms. 
Our economic situation is deteriorating. It's getting 
harder and harder to hold on to past gains. Some 
white allies, or former allies, are retreating on the 
affirmative action. front, The national paranoia 
about balancing the federal budget has caused a 
strategic withdrawal of support from many programs 
vital to our well being. : 


Under these circumstances, it shou'd be clear 
that we are indeed in a battle for survival. The bal- 
lot ig one important weapon in our arsenal. We 
have about 17 million potential voters. However, 
only those who are registered can fight for our 
cause on election day. 


No matter who the presidential candidates are, 
this election promises to be a very-close one in 
which a massive black vote could be the deciding 
factor. No matter which presidential candidate is 
elected, the problems confronting black America 
will not. vanish overnight, and so we must be pre- 
pared to continue our political pressures. And last, 
but not least, the congressional elections, as much 
as the presidential race, if not moreso, will deter- 
mine, in large part, whether and how our problems 
are addressed. 


These are compelling reasons for increasing | 
black voter registration and turnout this year. Be- 
cause the stakes are so high for us, it would be 
genocidal to sfay in the slump of political apathy, 
indifference, and ignorance. Our interests are not 
served by paroting the prevailing view that all the 
candidates are bad; that we don't have a choice; 
and that the best way to protest all this is to stay

Too many of us read that there is a general de- 
cline in voter participation and conclude, rather 
self-righteously, that our own non-parti¢ipation is 
justified. But this is a deception. While voter turn- 
out has declined in recent years, the amoynt of 
political influence being exerted by certain seg- 
ments of our society has actually increased. By 
their votes and through other politica'ly relevant 
actions. such as lobbying and contributing to politi- 
cal campaigns, they are speaking for us, some- 
times against our interests. 


One recent study concluded that the decline in 
voting “has been concentrated very disproportion-, 
ately in those sectors of the electorate where one 
finds most disinterest and lack of a sense of obli- 
gation to participate, leaving the burden of voting 
more and more heavily in the hands of those who 
are interested in the electoral process.” 


in other words, the non-voters are mainly those 
who are most deprived and who could have the 
most to gain from the political system: minorities, 
low-income persons, and young adu'ts. To the ex- 
tent their votes are not felt and their voices are not 
heard, there is created a political power vacuum 
which other interests rush to fill. 


Apathy, indifference and ignorance lead to an 
6normous waste of our political potential. Elec- 
tions are still the primary way of achieving pop- 
ular goals. The ballot does not always guarantee 
improvement, but it does create opportunities for 
change. ’ 


This is why OPERATION BIG VOTE will launch 
offensive after offensive to mobilize black voters 
for an invasion of the ballot boxes on November 4.

Senior Citizens’ 
Utilities Costs 


State Rep. Otto Beatty, a 
member of the House’ 


. Human Resources Com- 


mittee and a proponent of 
energy assistance, says 
qualified individuals 
should apply for Ohio's 
Energy Credit Program 
before the Sept. 1 deadline. 


A poll taken Sy Beatty. 


claims that there are many 
senior citizens and disabled 
persons who have incomes 
of $9,000 or less that are 
unaware of the advantages 
of the program. 

Beatty said, “I feel it is

The program, adminis- 
tered through the-Depart- 
ment of Taxation, will pro- 
vide winter heating benefits 
to Ohioans with an income 
under $9,000 who are age 
65 or older, or permanently 
and_totally disabled. The 
energy credits can be 
obtained for heating bills 
from December to April. 

If you earn $5,000 or less 
the state will pay 30 percent 
of your utility bill and if you 
earn between $5,001 and 
$9,000 the state will pay 25- 
percent of your utility bill. 
Also there can be a one 
time payment of $125 if you 
rent and the utilities are 
included in the rant. 

As an advocate.of social 
services to those wo need 
them, Beatty said the 
energy. program is espe- 
cially helpful in that it 
targets people most likely 
to suffer the greatest from 
extremely high utility bills.
